Important decisions this week from 


Superior Court should make it 


possible to control to some degree 
the distribution of bootleg poison- 
ous liquor. Judge Porter wrote the 
opinion in a case taken up from 
Armstrong county, which is affirmed. 
It was a case where trucks were stop- 
ped by officers and when they were 
found to contain intoxicating liquor 
were seized by the officers along with 
their contents and the drivers ar- 
rested. 


Judge Porter points out that "the 


ninth section of the Act of March 
27, 1923. authorizes any officer to ar- 
rest without a warrant any person 
discovered in the act of transporting 
in violation of this Act, intoxicating 
liquor In any wagon, buggy, vehicle 
* * * or other receptacle." "Here 
was an expressed legislative author- 
ity to arrest without a warrant an of- 
fender, caught in the act of trans- 
porting intoxicating liquor for var- 
ious purposes in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States 
and the statute of Pennsylvania," 
says Judge Porter. "There was no 
doubt that the defendant had been 
discovered in the act of committing 
the offense." 


Judge Keller wrote the opinion af- 


firming a case from Crawford coun- 
ty in which objection was made to 
the form of search warra"nt used and 
decides that such particularity in 
description of liquor cannat reason- 
ably be required as In descriptions 
of stolen property and that It is suf- 
ficient in a search, warrant to de- 
scribe them as intoxicating liquor, 
implements and materials designed 
and intended for the manufacture of 
intoxicating liquors. 


"The I ssuance and service of the 


search -warrant was legal and the 
liquor seized properly offered as evi- 
dence. But irrespective of the legal- 
ity of the search warrant we are of 
opinion that as the goods seized 
were contraband aad forfeited to the

As for 
the slaves, their food, their clothing, 
their health were under her care. 


It Is related that a distinguished 


foreign diplomat was astonished, when 
risking Mount Vernon, to find Mm. 
Washington surrounded by negro girl* 
from ten to fifteen years old, busily 
knitting stockings for the slaves of the 
plantation. 


Thus was the sphere of the south- 


ern woman sharply defined. It was an 
Important sphere, so far as Ic went, 
but It was dependent upon the planta- 
tion system out of which It grew. 
After the freeing of the slaves and the 
Industrial revolution which It pro- 
duced, the women of the South found 
themselves bereft of the occupation for 
which they were bred.

Nature of Filipino Deliverers' Work 


Has Led to Their Superb Physi- 


cal Development. 


Treading softly, the Manila milkman 


delivers freshly foaming carabao milk 
In tall Spanish wine bottles to his cus- 
tomers* front doors long before sm> 
rise. 


Unlike the American milkman, he 


has no equipage in which to transport 
his wares, but carries them in two 
wicker baskets slung from the ends of 
a bamboo pole winch, is laid across the 
shoulders through a wooden neck 
yoke. 


Carabao milk is said to be delicious 


when served in coffee or chocolate, 
surpassing in flavor both cow's and 
goat's milk. 


Because of their early morning track 


work. Filipino milkmen are superior 
physically to any other type of work- 
Ingmen in the islands, with powerful 
leg muscles and broad, strong shoul- 
ders. 


Horseferry Road. 


Visitors to London will remember a 


street back of Westminster abbey, 
which was called Horseferry road. It 
leads to a bridge across the Thames 
and once had the only horse ferry al- 
lowed in London, a monopoly granted 
to the archbishops of Canterbury, and 
when most of the traffic of the old 
ferry -was diverted by the opening of 
"Westminster bridge, the see of Canter- 
bury was granted $11.000 compensa- 
tion for loss of revenue. The old ferry, 
which continued to ply until the erec- 
tion of Lambeth bridge, 60 years ago, 
had a place in English history, for by 
it James n and his consort passed 
from Whitehall to the Surrey side one 
dark night in December 36SS, en route 
for France and exile. The king threw 
the great seal into the river from the 
ferryboat during the crossing. It was 
picked up by a fisherman and given, 
to William of Orange- 


Carvings as Guides to Water. 


In the country around Saline valley, 


Inyo county, C-alif., Indian rock carp- 
ings can still be seen, and many whites 
know how to read them to the extant of 
using them as guides to water. In east- 
ern Arizona these rock carvings were 
made by the ancient tribe from which, 
the present-day Hop! descended. This 
Is proved by the similarity between, 
these pictures and those made In mod- 
ern times by the Hopi. and by the 
fact that the sacred snake, worshiped 
by the Hopi for many centuries., waa 
dug up In a ruin near SpringervUle. 
The Blackfeet have a tradition that 
many years ago a delegation was sent 
south to the land of the HopL by their 
head medicine man, to worship and 
pray before his sandstone figure, for 
the return of the buffalo herds to the 
Blackfeet country, after a migration. 


Cursed to Wander Over Earth. 


People without a country, the gyp- 


sies roam to all four corners of the 
earth. It is said that many years ago 
a Moslem saint of Turkey cursed the 
people with these words: "May you 
never more eater or belong to the 
77% races of the earth, but as out- 
casts be scattered, homeless, wretched 
and poor; ever wandering and toning, 
never realizing wealth, never enjoy- 
ing- the. fruits of your labor, and never 
acquiring the esteem of mankind." 
The curse didn't work in all its par- 
ticulars.

The Congressional Record. 


Tfce Congressional Record, a printed 


Journal of the daily proceedings of 
congress, has been issued since 1799. 
Up to that time only secret sessions 
were held by the senate, but after that 
date all regular sessions were open 
to the public and publication was re- 
quired except In the case of "executive 
sessions." Until 1824 this publication 
was known as the "Annals of Con- 
gress" ; from 1825 to 1837 as the "Reg- 
ister of Debates"; from 1837 to 1874 
•s the "Congressional Globe." In the 
latter year it became th« "Congres- 
sional Record." 
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The President** Stanilpat Message. 


President Cooolidge's first message 


to Congress may be summed^ up from 
a Democratic viewpoint as follows: 
It is a standpat, reactionary mes- 
sage, bidding for the 
Republican 
presidential nomination in 1924, and 
for support of special privilege. 
The President fails to express any 


svmnathetic interest in the deplor- 
able" agricultural situation, nor does 
he offer any effective or permanent 
plan for the relief of the ruined or 
impoverished farmers. On the con- 
trary he says, "for the most part ag- 
riculture has beeen successful." 
There is not a paragraph in the 
message in recognition of labor and 
no remedy offered for high prices of 
everything except farm products— 
high coal, high freight rates, high 
rents, wholesale profiteering and the 
general high cost of living. 
The 
profiteering tariff, which is respon- 
sible for these conditions, is endorsed 
bv the President. This tariff levies 
a* tax of $4,000,000,000 a year on the 
people and $3,500,000,000 goes into 
the pockets of special privilege. 
The President shows no real grasp 
or understanding of the real ills or 
' needs of the country, either with re- 
; spect to national or international af- 
; fairs, but allies himself with the spe- 
!cial interests responsible for most of 
'the conditions about which the peo- 
ple are complaining. 
As chairman Cordell Hal! of the

says, "The message will please the 
special 
interests 
and 
strengthen 


President Cooolidge's chances 
for 


nomination, but there is not a single 
word of consolation or hope in it for 
the legitimate business man, the im- 
poverished farmer, the laborer and 
other wa^e-earners or the average 
citizen who is bearing the burdens of 
government with no benefits, present 
or orospeetive. under Republican mis- 
rule in'the interest of special privi- 
lege/'

Few Farmers Yet Use Raido. 


Contrary to the general impression, 


the American farmer has not yet fal- 
len very hard for raido. Compared 
•with the number of farmers in the 
United States, the number of raido 
sets in use on farms is small. 
One-fourth of the people engaged 


in gainful occupation in this country 
are farmers: "there are 6,000,000 
farms in the United States. 
But so 
far as available figures indicate, the 
farmer is just beginning to come into 
the market for radio on any scale 
commensurate with the number of 
farmers who are potential buyers. 
This nhenomena of the develop- 
ment of radio, has somewhat puzzled 
manufacturers, for if anybody could 
make practical use of radio it is the 
farmer. It would be useful and en- 
tertaining to him at all times of the 
rear and his dull time, the winter sea- 
son, is the best time of the year for 
the most satisfactory reception of the 
radio with a minimum of static. 


Radio is always a source of news. 
It brings to the farm daily weather 
reports and forecasts which are in- 
valuable in the handling of crops. It 
furnishes stock quotations daly, in- 
cluding quotations on crops and com- 
modities as well as securities. Gov- 
ernment crop reports are broadcast 
at frequent intervals. To the farmer 
and his family who live at a distance 
from church radio brings the ser- 
mons and services of the churches. 
In addition, the wide range of enter- 
tainment and educational program 
broadcast daily are as available to the 
farmer as to "anyone else anywhere, 
provided he has a good set.—Cham- 
bersburg Valley Spirit. _

The 
Board of Trustees of the Pennsylva- 
nia State College have recommended 
that this change of name be made so 
that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing as to the difference between the 
organization proposed by the Federa- 
tion and that which now functions as 
the Farm Bureau. 
Such a notice of 


change of name must be made, ac- 
cording to our Constitution, two 
weeks to thirtv days previous to our 
annual meeting. 
The change of 


name as recommended by the Execu- 
tive Committee will in no way change 
tie functions and services as you 
now know them of the Adams County 
Farm Agent, and will clear up any 
misunderstanding which may exist as 
to the difference between the propos- 
ed organization of the State Farm 
Bureau Federation in Adams County 
and the Adams County Farm Bureau.

WAS TOO MUCH FOR DUTCH 


Island of Marken Has No Dikes to 


Protect It From Invasion 


by the Sea. 


There Is one piece of Holland son 


from which even Dutch, determination 
does not restrain the invading waters 
—one battleground which for gener- 
ations has been held under tribute by 
the foe. It is the Island of Marken, 
in the Zulder Zee, about a dozen miles 
from Amsterdam. 


This island, detached from the main- 


land in the Thirteenth century, lies out 
of the ordinary routes of travel, hence 
Its inhabitants have perpetuated the 
quaint costumes and queer customs 
that prevailed when their land became 
an island. 


The ground is barely above the wa- 


ter at high tide, so that any unusual 
storm would sweep completely over 
such protecting' dikes as the people 
could afford to build. With charac- 
teristic shrewdness, they long ago 
counted the cost of such fortifications 
as the exposed position would neces- 
sitate and wisely concluded that the 
grounds at stake would not justify 
the expenditure. 
; They therefore dug such canals as 
would drain the soil under ordinary 
conditions, and used the earth thus 
obtained in building hillocks on which 
houses are erected- On seven of these 
mounds houses are grouped, while on 
the eighth is the silent home of the 
dead. 


The buildings that are not so favor- 


ably situated with respect to the high- 
est point of the hill are built on stilts, 
the lower story beirsg merely frame- 
work and only the upper part occn- 
oied. A gaagvTiy connects with ad- 
jacent hc-uSt-s. so that in case of an 
overflow isolation cannot be complete. 
—James Howard Gore in the National 
Geographic ilagazine. 


Indians in the United States. 


There are about 340.000 Indians 


outside of Alaska. 
Of these about 


130.000 have been released from the 
personal guardianship of the United 
States government, though many of 
this number retain an interest ifi 
tribal funds or tribal lands. To re- 
ceive a parcel of land in individual 
fee-simple ownership is, for an Indian, 
the usual path out of wardship into 
citizenship. About 210,000 Indians re- 
main in personal as well as property 
wardship, and in these "unemancipat- 
ed~' Indians the governmental, ethnic 
and cultural problem of the Indian is 
Istrmmed up. The following, with other 
^states, have interesting or numerical- 
ly Important groups of Indians: Flor- 
ida. North Carolina, Mississippi, New 
York, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Kansas, 
^Oklahoma, North and South Dakota, 
'Montana, Nevada, Oregon, Washing- 
ton, California, Utah, Arizona, New 
Mexico. There are 210 reservatloni; 
thetr area Is 120,000 square miles.—
